Such an action
would bave o tendency to greatly tacilitate
the dispatch of business, and would do
much to prevent that press of business
which caused s0 much hasty and ill-ndvised
legisiation during the Istter part of the last
session. 'We think that the Legislature, if
reasonably diligent, should be able to dis-
pose of all the business befare it, or likely to
come before it, by the last of Janoary, and
think that it should pass a resolution fixing
the first d:{yuol' February ss the day upon
which it adjourn,

We feel cortsin that such an action would
be s by the people, and do much
to prove to them that the Legislaturo is
working for their best interests. Let the
resolution be introduced without delay.

We have no hesitation in saying that it
was wrong to sllow the committee of the
whole business to ever be started.

Upon what grounds was that committee
based, was there any proof that any fraud
had been committed ?

No.

Was there a single specific charge made
against any man or any body of men !

No.

Why then did the Legislature consent to
waste its time and the people’s money in
pursuing an investigation into nothing?

Mr. Jarvis has Some Reasons.

2nd, The House resolution had no high
sounding, fulsome prenmble about the Sun,
zlitéun or the Stars—the Senate resolution

We dopot think Mr, Jarvis' reasons of
much weight, or that they in the least ex-
plain his course or affect our previous
remarks.

In the first place a legislative request is
virtually an instraction to the Congressmen
to whom it is directed. The word “reques-
ted” in such cases is oftener used than the
word “instructed.” Therefore we take the
first renson of Mr. Jurvis as a mere quibble
suggested by his legal brain, and as amount-
ing to nothing.

His second reason is cven more absurd
than his first. High sounding language in
the preamble could not invalidate or at all
injure the text of the resolution itself, much
less render worthless the great principles
therein contained. The Republicans pre-
ferred the Senate substitute because it pro-
vided tor the remaval of political disabilities
from every man in the whole South, while
the House resolution but referred to the
State. Therefore we ¢ nnot but think that
in voting against the substitute Mr, Jarvis
and his fellow “Democrats™ did yote against
the removal of political disabilities. *“The
sun, moon or stars” would scarcely be affect-
ted to sny perceptible degree hy the lan-
guage of the preamble, while the Southern
people are severely affected by the political
disabilities now imposed upon them. We
think it wonld have heen much better for
Mr. Jarvis and lis fellow *“Democrata” to
have shown less solicitude about the san
moon and stars and more for the banned
and proscribed people of the South.

Agnin, By the present Inw any citizen
can refuse to serve in the militin, and upon
payment of two dollars cannot be forced to
doso. Allthis is wrong, and the Legisla-
ture should immediately sc amend the mil-
itin law us to make it answer the purpose
which it was intended to answer.

I confess to some degree of hesitancy in so
declaring because, partinlly cosidered it may
seem as if it recognized to some extent,
a right in the strong to deny justice to the
weak: But if anything should be yielded
for such a considerntion, it would be alto-
gether unjustifisble on my part. Less de-
fensible for me would such a cavse be for
the reason that I entertain so clearly the
opinion,that Courts have no right te consider
any question of law submitted to them in u
policy view.

Courts should construe the law—ascer-
tain and declare the law, as it is, without
reference to any opinion of the Judge as to
what the law should be.

Though no case parallel to this case has
been cited, yet cases have been referred to
and commented upon by the counsel for the
govement, which in my opinion conclusive-
Iy settle this question,

I will first refer tn the case of the U. §, .
Palmer 8d. Wheat 610, This was an indict-
ment against the defendant and othersunder
the Act of Congress for robbery upon the
high seas—in the Circuit Court for the Dis-
trict of Massachusetts. The Judges were not
agreed, and certified eleven questions for the
opinion of the SBupreme Court. That emi-
nent Judge, Chief Justice Marshal deliver-
ed the opinion of the Court. I will only re-
fer to the remarks of the learned Chief Jus-
tice upon the tenth question so certified.

* The question is certified in the follow-
ing language.” “Whether any eolony, dis-
trict or people who have revolted from their
native allegisnce and have assumed upon
themselves the exercise of independent and
sovercign power, can be deemed n any
Court of the United States an independent
or sovercign nation or government, until
they have been acknowledged as such by
the government of the United States; and
whether such acknowledgement can be
proved in a Court of the United States oth-
erwise than by some act, resolution or stat.
ute of Congress or by some public procls-
mation or other public act of the Exe-
eutive authority of the United Stutes, di-
rectly containing or announcing such ac-
knowledgement, or by publicly receiving
or  acknowledging  an ambassador
or other poblic minister from such enlony,
district or people; and whether snch ac-
knowledgment can he proved by mere in-
ference from the private acts or private in-
structions of the Executive of the United
States, where no public acknowledgement
has ever been made ; and whether the courts
of the States are bound judiciously to take
notice of the existing relations of the States
as to foreign Btates and soveignties, their
colonies and dep-ndencies™

That great Judge and the Supreme court
declares as follows : “Those questions which
respect the rights of a foreign empire, which
asserts and 18 contending for ifs indepen-
dence and the conduct which must be ob-
served by the courts of the Union towards
the subjects of such sections of an cmpire
wlo may be bronght before tlie tribunals of
this country—are equally difficult and deli-
cate,

As it is understood that the construction
which has been given to the Acts of Con-
gress will render n particalar answer unneces-
sary, the Court will only observe that such
questions are generally rather political than
legal in their character.

hey belong more properly to those who
can declare whut the law shall be, who can
place the nation in sneh a position with re-
spect to foreign powers as to their judg
ment may seem wise, to whom are itrosted
all its foreign relations; than to that tribu-
nal whose power ns well as duty is confin-
ed to the application of the rule which the
Legislature may prescribe for it. In such
contests the nation may engze itself with
one party or the other—may observe nbso-
lute peutrality—may recognize the new
State absolutely, or may mike a lmited re-
cognition of it. The procecdings in eonrts
must depend so entirely on the coorse of
the government that it is ditlicult to wive s
precise answer to questions which do not
refer to a particular nation,

This Court is of opininn that, when a
civil war wages in a foreizn nation—one
part of which separates itsolf from the old
established Government and | erccts itself
into a distinct government—thie Courts of
the Union must view such newly constitu-
ted government as it is viewed by the Log-
islative and Executive Departments of the
United Stutes."
